Mayoral candidates addressed 
a meeting of electors in the Nor- 
wood school Wednesday night 
which taxed the large auditorium 
to the limit, and it was quite evi- 
dent from the hearty welcome ac- 
corded all of the aspirants to the! 
mayoral office that practically all 
ofthe candidates had a goodly 
number of supporters in the audi- 
ence. Enthusiasm ran high all 
through the meeting, and asking 
of questions proved to be one of 
the principal pastimes. 

ly Muyoral Oandidates 

Candidates for aldermanic and 
sohool board also addressed the 
meeting, but as the mayoral candi- 
dates were not scheduled to speak at, 
the political meeting held the same 
evening in the Highiands school they 
were given preference. 

Ex-Mayor Joe Clurke exploded a 
bomb shell when he produced much 
evidence to show that the present 
administration had published two 
bets of statements with rpgard to the! 
financial standing of the city, both 
pretending to be authentic and one 
cantradicting the other in the most 
important particulars and the mosi 
far reaching detail. 

The brown covered book was the 
reguiar signed financial statement of 
the city auditor, controlier and the 
city treasurer. In @ much larger 
und more expensive white covered 
book, "Mr. Clarke pointed out, was 
found the political propaganda pre- 
pared for political consumption, with 
the tmportant comparisons ieft out, 
and with others switched in a most 
glaring and brazen attempt to deceive 
and mislead the citizens at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer, the same as 
the 8,000 election notices were sent 
out as a fake to the 8,000 names that 
‘were on the voters’ lists, telling them 
they were not on the voters’ jist the 
speaker declared 

Different Places 

Continuing, the speaker pointed 
out that only 600 copies of the regu- 
lar annual report had been published 
by McKenzie & Stowe, while a thou- 
sand copies of the commissioner's 
political propaganda report had been 
published by the Douglas company. 

Ex-Alderman McCoppen seemed to 
be one of the most popular mayoral 
candidates of the meeting, and his 
platform, judging from the applause, 
Wag heartily endorsed by the electors 
of the Norwood district. The speaker 
expressed himself as being strongly 
opposed to any form of group govern- 
ment, pointing out that such forms 
of government did not \@rk for the 
interests of the public where their 
own interests conflicted.

PARIS, Dec. 6—The Catholic 
church in France is now faced by a 
split among the priesthood on the 
question of marriage by priests. A 
new national church to be known as 
the French official! Catholic church 
has been formed, and, following the 
old traditions of the Roman church, 
has selected ita own bishop in the 
person of Abbe Maxime Adrot, who 
four years ago married one of his 
parishioners in a village in the Seine- 
et-Marne district. 

The first chapel edifice is now be- 
ing prepared. In this the married 
priests who have been, prohibited by 
the order of Rome from celebrating 
Maa or other ritual will carry on 
catholic doctrines on the apostolic 
basig as in the Roman church, but 
will no longér recognize the pope's 
dictation as final, the papal institu- 
tion, however, being considered on a 
basis of equality with the French 
church,

"God bless all here. Halleluja! Roli 
out or roll up.” Such is the the ain- 
éular saluatation with which John 
greets all the sleeping inmates of a 
logging camp north west of Edmon- 
ter's operations, 

John js @ well known figure in the 
near-by woods; he is a logger of the 
old school, but contrary to the man- 
ner of his kind he neither smokes, 
chews Copenhagen snuff, drinks or 
swears. He is a Salvationiat. 

John holds the position of “bull 
cook" and has been a member of this 
fraternity for as jong as the men who 
yearly flock to the woods can remem- 
ber, For this reason he is known as 
“Cookhousge John," with the added 
title of “The Crasy Swede" by reason 
of his religious beliefs. 

His duties, which are mostly of the 
hewing wood and drawing water va- 
riety Commence at about 3 a.m,, and 
after he has kindled the fires in all 
the buildings he prooeeds to wake the 
inmates in the manner described, the 
saluatation being received with var- 
jous strange oaths accompanied by 
advice to “go away and die,” “shut 
yer face ye crazy swede” and other 
un-complimentary remarks. Having 
aroused all the men, and while they 
are dressing John goes over to his 
own bed in the corner, kneels down 
and says his prayers. At one time 
thie was the signal for a shower of 
@hoepacks. mitts, and other logging 
@ear. It was until Big Mike arrived 
on the scene, following which several 
eves, and Big Mike gave the solemn 
warning that ‘any gink who picks 
on that crazy Swede is going to get 
it. You boys lay off John, He's mad,” 

Bunday morning John makes his 
usual round suggesting that poker be 
laid aside for awhile and that the 
boys join in a hymn. but it seldom 
produces any result. Nothing daunted, 
however. John gets out his concertina 
and under the austere eye of Big 
Mike the men remain quiet while the 
salvationist disconso'ately wails 


“There is a Happy Lend" and “On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers.’ - Last week 
John was in Edmonton and “reported 
progress" to the effect that “l bane 
tink them fellows listen soon'’—the 
same report which has been tendered 
for many years, 

In addition to his duties of “bull 
cook" and missionary, John also holds 
the position of advance agent for the 
“Misery Experts.’ On Sunday after- 
noong he makes it a practice to visit 
the homesteaders who are clearing 
the bush land in the vicinity of the 
timber, and as a result he sends a 
weekly report to the Army, wherein 
ig tabulated an ill-written list of the 
various kiddies who need clothing, 
toys, and a host of other things which 
most children accept as a matter of 
course. John ig always “broke.” There 
is a well founded suspicion that all 
his wages go to the purchase of war- 
jous oddments for llittle country chil- 
dren, but he never says anything? 
about this, and in his last letter states 
“IT bane tink dere's lots of kids round 


here what ain't going to have no 
Christmas.”

CALGARY, Dec. 6.—Approxi- 
mately one thousand miners em- 
ployed in eight mines in the 
Drumheller Valley went on strike 
Wednesday morning because of 
alleged intimidation of one of 
their number by mine officials at 
the Newcastle mine, according to 
word received in Calgary today. 

Tota To Ge To Work 

William Sherman president in dis- 
trict 18, United Mine Workers of 
America, issued inetructions to the 
miners to return to work Thursday 
morning upon receipt.of information 
this afternoon. The miners were in- 
structed to meet tonight, and if they 
could not arrive at a satisfactory solu- 
tion, President Sherman would meet 
with them again, As the matter stands 
at present, local mine officials are not 
sure whether the miners wil) return to 
work tomorrow or not. The trouble 
embraces the miners employed in 


eight mines, namely the Newcastle, 
Newcastle Jr., Elgin. Midwest, Premier, 


| A, B. C., Atlas and Higrade, although 


it commenced in the Newcastle mine. 
However the mines represented in all 
eight mines are organized into onelocal

Arrangements for the admission of 
this class of patient will be made, 
wherever possible, through the public 
health nursing service, which will In- 
vestigate the cause as to the financial 
responsibility of the parents after the 
case has been reported on by the fam- 
ily physician. It is of course to be 
clearly understood that only children | 
whose parents are destitute will be 
treated under these arrangements at 
the expense of the Uuivers ty clini. 
Other cases may be admitted, but these 
will be treated under the Hospitals | 
ordinance at the expense of the par- 
ents of the patient or the municipality 
in which the parents reside.

Twenty Odd Oivic Candidates 
Each Tell Ideas in Five 
Minutes 


Struggling frantically to their 
platforms before the Tog the 
Highlands district in the alloted 
epeechmaking space of five minutes 
each the 20 odd aldermanic and achoo) 
trustee candidates were out in full 
force Wednesday evening and present- 
ed their views to a small group of peo- 
ple. There was a quick and rapid 
succession of speakers and the prob- 
lema of the city, taxation, the gas ques. 
tion, elective boards, proportional rep- 
resentation and other matters were 
aired. The crowd was patient but dis- 
played little feeling, emotion or en- 
thusiasm, 

Adair Leads Off 


Alderman Joseph Adair led the 
orators attacking amongst other 
things comparative figures published 
recently regarding controllable ex- 


penditure which intended to show that 
the expenditure of the present ad- 
ministration was higher than in prev- 
fous years, He pointed out that the 
published figures did not give the 
cause of the lower expenditure in 
Mayor Evans’ day and said; In 1917 
and the previous war years the civic 
service was largely reduced by war en- 
listment. There was no need to dis- 
charge the help needed in boom days 
but not required during the war, These 
men enlisted and were promised by the 
administration of those days with their 
positions should they return, Thus 
you have a demand, guaranteed in 
previous years, levied on the adminis- 
tration of today 

What this administration has ac- 
complished is sweeping reductions in 
the cost of utility controllable expend- 
ures, and the application of these 
savings to reduce taxation. 

What Can Be Done 

Let the economists ‘of today tell in 
what department of municipal activity 
savings can be effected, in police, 
fire, health, engineering or even mijs- 
jtures, and tlhe application of these 
tains some of the most justifiable ex- 
penditures. 1 would like an analysis 
of these, Kut the next step must be 
the obtaining of those civic revenues 
which the province persistently takes 
which rightfully belongs to the cily, 
That amounts to about 8 to 10 milis 
by the lowest estimate.

IN THE SOUTH 
SAYS VISITOR 


American Oi] Man from Montana 
States No Reason Why South 


Not Productive | 


A. Bruner, of Sweetgraecs, Montana, 
ia a viaitor in the city and having seen 
the prospective ofl field In the south

On the 
American side of the line he atates 
that there is great ofl drilling activity, 
and entirely discounting the activities 
of the “wild catters’ he aaya that a 
great deal of oll is being produced, the 
majority of the wells being of tho 
pumping variety, although there are 
two which belong to the flowing order, 
From a general survey of the field he 
is of the opinion that with the excep- 
tion of the flowing well» the averagu 
producers run from 26 to 60 barrela 
per day, but drillers anticipate a 
heavier flow of oll if the wells aro 
gunk deeper. 

Queried regarding the condition in 
southern Alberta the viaitor aaid: 
“They can get oil there if they go after 
it. © Oil is there just as much as it 


south, but as far as I sould #ee the 
MacLean waa the only outfit which ia 
drilling steadily, and if you gon't work 
you cannot expect to get resulta,” 

Mr. Bruner substantiates a recent 
report in this paper from a@ Scottish 
geologist in the south who stated that 
the field was a vory delicate one and 
that unless the driller waa distinctly 
competent it was an easy matter to 
pass through the oll sanda without 
knowing it. He is of the opinion that 
the drills on the Canadian eide will 
have to go considerably deeper than 
those on the American, but ia moat 
emphatic in saying that the chances in 
the Dominion are quite as good as 
those in the States, but ts not very 
flattering in his remarks regarding 
Canadian mett.ods.

Vancouver, Dec. 6—With plans al- 
most completed for the launching of 
two of the largest projects in the his- 
tory of aviation, the. circling of the 
globe by air and the establishment o! 
a dirigible air service between Lon- 
don, Australia and the China coast; 
Sir Keith Smith arrived in the city 
yesterday on ‘the Empress of Canada 
on his way back to England. He left 
London in May and since that date 
has covered the route of the proposed 
round-the-world flight which will be 
started next April from London, he 
has taken data on @ir curretite and 
weather conditions and hag made ar- 
rangements for the establishment of 
bases in foreign countries. 

“I ¢€eel that everything humanly 
possible for the success of the flight 
has been done,” said Sir Keith, “and 
have arranged to start the trip so as 
to obtain the best weather conditions 
in all parts of the world.” * 

The expedilon round the world is 
being financed by private enterprise. 
Bir Kelth will be accompanied by Col. 
Robert Leckie, who is now in Lon- 
don, and @ mechanic. The route wili 
be across Europe to Egypt, thence to 
india and up the China coast to Si- 
beria, where the machine will cross 
to this continent via the Aleutian 
Islands. 

A bose will be established in north- 
ern Britwh Columbia and after a stop 
at the Jericho Air station in Van- 
couver, the flyers will follow the C. 
PR. track to Toronto, from there 


the machine will be flown to New 
York and up the coagt to Bt. John. It 
hag not yet been decided whether the 
Atlantic will be spanned by a straight 
flight or whether the machine will 
cross via Greenland or the Azores. It 
ia expected that the trip will take 
about three months, During his trip 
Sir Keith also took data on the pro- 
posed air service between London and 
Australia. The enterprise will be fin- 
anced privately and it i# planned to 
establish weekly service from London 
to the Orient.

He gains the distinction only by 
delivering the goods. He must 
show something better than any- 
one else has produced in any part 
of the continent. To show the best 
he must produce the best. And 
producing the best is not some- 
thing than can be done in a single 
season, or just occurs by chance. 
It is a matter of deliberate and 
sustained effort, continued per- 
haps through half a life time. The 
prizes for hard spring wheat were 
not won by men who sowed what- 
ever seed came handy on whatever 
ground they happened to have 
ready and then scooped a bushel 
casually out of the bin and sent 
it along to the big fair. Nor did 
the men who are bringing home 
ribbons for thei? cattle gain them 
by cutting steers out of bunches 
of nondescripts on the eve of the 
show and sending these to the 
windy city. 4 

These prizes come only to men 
who try for them, and keep on 
trying. The splendid string of 
awards which are being brought 
back to the prairie provinces be- 
speak not only the fertility of our 
soil and the favorableness of our 
climate. They proclaim also that 
prairie farmers are farming for 
quality—and getting results. They 
establish beyond any argument 
that the country is all right, but 
also that among our farming pop- 
ulation is a liberal sprinkling of 
men who are devoting their time
